ROOSEVELT SAID TO HAVE 
FALLEN WHEN BOATS BUMPED 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Oct. 5.—By di- 
rection of President Roosevelt, Inspector 
Williams of the Evanaville District is- 
sued telegraphic orders last night sus- 
pending the license of the Captain of 
the steamer Fred Hartweg for 9 days. 

The offense charged against the Cap- 
tain of the Fred Hartweg was racing 
with the steamer Alton, thereby endan- 
gering the Mississippi, on which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was traveling. The Fred 
Hartweg and the Alton accompanied 
the Mississippi on its trip down the 
river. The Hartweg carried the Pitts- 
burg delegation. 

Bumped Roosevelt's Boat, 

According to a special dispatch from 
Cairo, Ill., the ineident which resulted 
‘in President Roosevelt requesting the 
suspension of the officer in charge of the 
'ateamer Fred Hartweg occurred a short 
| distance below that city yesterday. 

When the boats composing the flotilla 
‘escorting the President left Cairo, the 
dispatch states, the steamer Alton, hav- 
‘ing on board the Goyernors and the St. 
'Louls delegation, had the position tim- 
' mediately following the Mississippi, with 
President Roosevelt aboard, and that 
the Hartweg, while endeavoring to wrest 
‘this position from the Alton, bumped

“The officers sent up skyrockets and 
fired Roman candles to summon aid, 
but we didn’t hail anybody until the 
next morning, when a sailing vessel 
hove in sight. We sent a message by it 
for a tug to tow us, and presently along 
came the Lee Kimbal Jr. 

“The Captain of that boat wanted $500 
to tow us to Scranton. We suid we 
wouldn't pay it, and he steamed away. 
It looked as though there was no chahce 
for us, so we hoisted sails and started 
that way. 

Satled Four Kaots an Hour, 

“We were making about four knots 
an hour and had a prospect of getting 
to Scranton that night, when the Kim- 
bal showed up again. This time they 
offered to tow us in for $250, but we 
wouldn't pay it, and finally’ they 
dropped to $100. Guess that looked 
pretty good to them, seeing we were 
meking four knots under sail. 

“The Kimbal towed us to Pascagoula. 
We laid over there two days, having 
the boilers straightened out, and then 
started out again. We intended to take 
a short cut through Lake Borgne. 

“By this time the white bread on 
board had given out, and there was 
nothing but hardtack, beans and a 
parody on hash called by seamen ‘slum- 
Sullion.’

Some of the common articles have 
shown the greatest advance. 

Prunes will soon be a luxury and the 
regular boarder will récall with pride 
the time when he sat at a table where 
prunes were served three times a day. 
Prunes which have been ‘selling at three 
pounds for 25 cents, now cost 45 cents 
for the same amount. 

Oatmeal Price Doubled. 
The oatmeal of the average breakfast 
table has taken on a dignity al! its 


' Own. Two months ago we could eat a 








barrel of the delicacy for $1.9, now the 
same amount costs $3.50 

Dried applies, another luxury, cost 
just double the price two months ago. 
Apricots, syrups, raisins, jellies, jams, 
preserves and all canned fruits have 
advanced from 10 to 30 per cent, while 
pickles have scored a 50 per cent ad- 
vance. 

Honey-bees have joined the trusts and 
will not produce the sarne honey they 
were putting out last year for 15 cents 
a pound in the comb, for less than 18 
and 20 cents. The pure food law and the 
advanced price of labor are reasons 
given for thé advance of this staple. 

There will be no more 10 cents a can 
tomatoes at three cans for a quarter. 
The cheapest cans will be 12 and 15 
cents straight. Corn, peas and all other 
eanned vegetables have increased in 
price. 

Pure Food Law Affects Canned Goods 

The pure food law is blamed for the 
advances in the prices of canned goods, 
because _ the, vegetables which come in 
cans and Were put up with preservative 
ingredients haye been barred by the 
rigid law enforcement. 

Adulterated goods are also under the 
ban of the law. 

Califemnia® Gried fruits have been 
greatly affected, it is said, because the 
habit of drying the fruits rapidly by 
means of chemicals in which sulphur 
formed the principal ingredient is now 


- forbidden. 


Fruit driers complain ‘hat the Cali- 
fornia fruit crop is short and that the 
growers are storing fruit to take ad- 
vantage of the higher prices. The can- } 
ning factories report a scarcity of fruit 
also. 

All sections report a short crop of 
vegetables and berries. Apples are 
scarce and from the Columbia River 
salmon fishermen comes the discourag- 
ing word that the salmon catch was the 
amallest in recent history and _ that 
there are few shellfish for canning any- 
where. 

Even the natural resources of the 
country which are not presumably af- 
fected by dry weather, increase in labor 
or pure food laws, seem to have failed 
in this season of exorbitant prices. 

Law Affects Butter Price. 

Butter is said to be higher because

“Send an officer to the neigh- 
borhood of Arkansas and Halliday ave- 
nues and I will point the burglar out 
to him."’ 

The Chief’s office sent a message to 
the Magnolia Avenue Station and Spe- 
clal Officer Cain, whe chanced to be 
standing in the station house at the 
time, was assigned to find Mrs. Vogel.

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THE DECEPTIVE GAS METER. 
Every W ed State looks after the 
weights and measures in use among its people. 
Price lists mean little if weights and measures 
are defective. 

Where there is no official supervision, out- 
rageous frauds are perpetrated by means of scales 
and measures purposely devised to that end. The 
excuse most frequently made by offenders has 
been that the instruments in use were out of 
order. Regular and efficient inspection is the. 
only remedy for ignorance as well as for chi- 
canery. | 

It is surprising that in our dealings with gas 
companies, organized to exact profits on watered 
stock to the utmost, it has not been deemed nec- 
essary to provide for regular inspection of meters. 

The gas meter is a contrivance whose workings 
few people comprehend. It is not like a weight 
or a measure. One may have an opinion as to 
its accuracy, but only an expert is competent to 
pass judgment upon it. It is installed by the 
company, it is “read” by the company and, in 
too many cases, it is inspected by the company. 
The consumer buys an illuminant, but he pays 
for it in the dark. 

It is true that in St. Louis a householder may 

have his meter tested by the city on complaint, 
but the fact that this rule is not effective is shown 
by the records of the Lighting Department. That 
only 250 complaints were made last year is not 
more remarkable than the discovery resulting 
therefrom that in 195 cases the meters were found 
to be inaccurate. 
As more than 200,000 gas meters are in use in 
St. Louis, the presumption to be based upon the 
above figures is that almost four-fifths of them 
are false in their measurements. Meters have 
been known to be too slow, but it is a peculiarity 
of such instruments that in most cases they are 
too fast. 

It must be apparent to all that here is a legiti- 
mate field for municipal control and activity. The 
city undertakes many duties which are not so 
clearly within the line of its responsibilities as 
this. The city assumes to do and does do in 
a way all sorts of things for which there is not 
so much reason as there is for the frequent and 
rigid inspection of gas meters. 

This work should be entered upon not with the 
idea that the sellers of gas are dishonest or as 
an evidence of hostility toward a great corpora- 


mental duty which has been too long neglected. 
It should be provided for at public expense and 
it should be as thorough as system and expert 
knowledge can make it. Every.meter should be 
i tested at least once a year. The records of the 
Lighting Department are in themselves a suffi- 
clent argument in favor of the undertaking. A 
similar showing of error and wrong and injus- 
tice in almost any other quarter would lead to 
‘speedy action.

CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—A  gray-haired 
maker of banjos died in the Olympic 
Theater last night while the music of 
“Don’t you remember, Sweet Alice, Ben 
Bolt,” strumed upon the stage on in- 
struments of his own manufaeture, 
calmed the large audience, which had 
been thrown into a panic. 

J. B. Schall, & years old, occupied @ 
front seat in the lower balcony... He had 
visited the theater especially to hear 
the playing of two musical specialists 
who used banjos which had been turned 
out by his own hand. 

Suddenly Schall rose in his seat with 
a choking cry, swayed for a moment as 
if he would topple over the balcony 
railing into the crowded parquet, and 
then crumpled down on the floor.

Instantly intense excitement prevailed. 
Schall’s collapse was witnessed by 
three-fourth the people in the house. 
Several women near him screamed. 
Ushers and attendants hurried to him 
and carried him to the foyer, where they 
laid him on the carpeted floor and at- 
tempted to restore jbim. 

The two players upon the stage had 
reached a pause in their musical spec- 
ialties. Looking across the footlights 
they saw the man collapse and realized 
the danger of panic in the packed house. 
At once they plunged Into a wild med- 
ley of music to quiet the alarm of the 
audience. Their efforts were successful. 
While the musicians played merry airs 
the audience listened in silence, most 
of them unaware that a man was dying 
behind them. 

Dies to Music of His Banjos.
